He tells you that of thoſe Sums Recei- 


ved, be paid again in Caſh to Mr. Hurly all but a little that is received from Mr. Fitz-Symons, 


he paid him in Caſh but a little; and he had 40 Bullocks and ſome Stieep, towards the Bal- 
lance of what remained unpaid. That there was ſome Money paid to Mr. Ar bur, and ſome 
to Mr. Burton, and more layed out other ways. He tells you that he ſaw with Darje! Hic- 


a Note that was given by Mr. Hickman a Juſtice of Peace of the County, and by Mr. Cuſack 


then Sheriff, whereby they Promiſed, that if he would make a true Diſcovery of the Kob- 


bery of Hul, that they would Intercede to the Government for a Pardon for him. This is 
the Subſtance of vvhat Fehn Huriy has Sworn. The next Witneſs for the Traverſer was Dorothy

That Mr. Hurly came in at the time, and was 
inquiſitive to know what ſhe did therz,ſhe told him ſhe was looking for Linnen. That then 
he took the Bag out himſelf and convey'd it to his Cloſet. She tells you likewiſe that there 
was one Murrogh O Prien did erdeavour to tamper with her, to perſuade her to Swear 
about the Counters that were to be Lodged with her, or with Daniel Hicky*s Wife; and 
this Mirrogh promiſed her a great Reward, it ſhe would let this Trick be put upon her Ma- 


fer, but ſhe would not; She tells you that this Mu rogh O Brien not only tampered with her,

Lord being an abſolute Stranger to Murrhilhy and this amuſe- 
ment, treated . with another about the Farm: at which honeft Carney out of 
3 licity, accoſted his Lordſhip after an unuſual manner, inſiſting on 
is ne Leak.

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ſion d our averſion to the Finch Court, and to French Commodities. 
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Carney of Forgery, who then began to be ſcar'd, and ſoon cool'd into a ſub- 
miſſion and ſenſe of the ſham. Under this concern Carney writes haſtily to 
Murrhi iy, and deſir'd ſome redreſs; at leaſt to be refunded the Money: But 
as his condition and ſimplicity were ridicul'd, fo was his redreſs neglected, 
till Patrick having come to Ireland in my Lord Tyrconnel's time, with much 
difficulty was prevail'd with to make ſome payment in Braſs Money. In the 
mean time the Principal as well as Intereſt was ſoon ſwallow'd up, ſome ap- 
pearing in unuſual Drefles and Gaiety in the City: and in ſhort, *twas the firſt 
time he ſet up for Equipage and Figure. But this ſmall Spill being very diſ- 

roportional to his Spirit and Grandeur, was ſoon ſquander d; and yet fluſhd 
ö y his ſucceſs in out-witting a plain Countryman, he ſoon atchiev d a nobler 
Exploit in the City, which he carried on as followeth. 

Having maturely conſider d to take on him the Character of a French Count 
(which by the by, was a Title very frequent and ridiculouſly familiar to him,) 
he provided an Equipage and Retinue ſuitable to his Quality. Thus ſet off, he 
with the mien and air of a French Count, nearly related to the Dutcheſs of 
Portſmouth ſeeks for Lodgings. And after ſome beating about, came at laſt 
to a Sadlers, where diſpencing his French with much copiouſheſs and facility, 
he ſeem'd to be crampd, and labour for the E2g/ifþ , but yet with much con- 
deſcention and complaiſance, not without ſome Clippings of our Tongue, 
made a ſhift to yy out pretty gracefully an account ot his affinity to her 
Grace; and alſo, that he was enjoyn'd by his Friends to ſend a conſiderable 
number of Pad-Saddles to them into France. This premigd, he view'd the 
Lodgings, which pleasd his Honour mightily. By this time they were on 
both tides fo well diſpos d, that they were foon agreed both for Lodgings and 
Saddles; fixty of which he embarkd, and convey d from one end of

to the other: and (as I obſervd) having landed them without paying the

But to return, Mr Murrhily having thus profitted by his Studies, he began 
to judge there was as great probability of his being call'd to the Bar, to expoſe 
his fair Gentleman's Hand, as to ſhew his Rhetorick; ſo that his Vizards and 
change of form, did not quite free him from miſgivings and fears.

He ſaid Examinant being Sworn and Examined faith, That he hath 
| received only one Letter from Capt. Francis Terry ſince his going for 
England, which he produced at the time of his Ecamination bearing 
date the 19th. of December 1700 ; but Received none from Capt. Charles Mc. 
Carty, or Lievtenant Turlg, Mac Mahon ſince their going over. Being 
asked how many Letters he wrote to the ſaid Terry ſince his going for Bng- 
land? faith, That he is ſure he Wrote three or four Letters, but not above 
four that he Remembers; faith, That two of them were Superſcrib'd'to Mr 
Robert Jones, and another to Capt. Francis Terry at Toung-man's-Coffee-Houſe in. 
London; but ſaith, That Robert Jones was but a Fictitious Name, & that a 
Letter with that Direction would come to the hands of the faid Terry, or one 
Dennis M. Carty, who he believes uſually frequents that Coffee-Houſe; but 
knows not where his Lodgings are. Being asked how we came to direct to 
Terry by the Name of Jones? ſays, That fince the 3d. or 4th. of this Month, 
one Higgins came out of London, with Orders from Terry, Charles Mac Car- 
ty and others, concerning the troſecution of Sir Donagh O Brien, that the Ex-f 
aminant ſhould addreſs his Letters for the future to Robert Jones, and not to 
Francis Terry for fear of their being intercepted, which made him direct his 
two '!aft Letters to Robert Jones. Being asked whether at any time he wrote 
to have the ſaid Terry or ms. Carty inflrudt or direct him, how to alter the Ad- 
dreſs or Direction of his Letters, he denies ever to have done ſo, but ſays, thoſe 
orders came by gin without the Examinant's ſeeking. The Examinant be 
ing further asked whether he ſent any of the ſaid Letters under Cover, he ſays 
Ac did not, and that he never wrote any Letter to Capt. Terry under *

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ſince his going over. Being asked bree he knows the Brother of any per- 
ſon who goes by the Name of Cireum-floberons, he ſays, that he no recolſects 
himſelf and remembers that he wrote another Letter to Capt. Terry; heſides 
the former mentioned to be left at ungman , Goffee-Hoxſe, and incloſed the 
ſame under cover to one Sarsfieſd , Brother of Francis Sarsfietd of the 
County of Clare, who goes by the Nick*Name of Circum floberuus, who gave 
the Examinant Directions how to addreſs a Letter to his Brother in London, 
who, the Examinant fays belongs to ſome of the Inns of Court, bur knows 
not where he Lodges, and adds, that he had intirety forgot writing or ſend- 
ing that Letter under cover, being a very ſhort Letter, containing about ten 
Lines, and being, not material. Being Examined what the contents of that 
Letter was, ſays, that he thereby informed Terry, that he was told one Mal- 
lowny and Larner were imployed by Sir Donat O Brien, to find gut . 
Mahon, and the other Witneſſes againſt Sir Donat, and take them off by giv- 
ing them Money; and therefore delired Terry to find the Witneſſes out and 
ſo diſperſe them in the Country or Lodge them in private Towns, that cheę 
might not be ſound out by Mullowuy or Larner, and conditioned thie ſaid 
Terry not to be ſeen in their company; being asked why he choſe to ſend 
the Letter to Terry under” S2rsjie!d's cover, he tays, he did fo to quicken Tex- 
ry in taking up the Letter Directed to him at Jonngmar's Coffee-Hor fe, being 
ſenſi le that his Examination agaidſt Sir Donat 0 Brien, and a Letter wift- 
ten by hin to Capt. Terry, directed to Toungman”'sCoffee-Huſe, were ſent to
